REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or fairly suggest in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, a cartridge that 
may be mounted on a handle to form a scalpel comprising a blade holder, blade, and shield 
wherein the shield is disposed about the external surface of the holder and wherein the shield is 
movable between a blade shielding position and a blade exposing position, wherein also the 
shield includes means to substantially prevent proximal movement of the shield with respect to 
the blade holder unless the cartridge is mounted to a handle. The prior art also fails to disclose, 
in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, a latch associated with the shield and an 
inward projection on the shield that is disposed in the groove on the blade holder.
